March  on  D.C. 

WASHINGTON-National 
Organizers  for  Wcmen  (NOW) 
president  and  former  sup>ermod- 
el  Patricia  "Cathy*  Scotland 
told  the  planning  committee 
for  the  National  March  on 
Washington  for  Lesbian,  Gay 
and  Bi  Equal  Rights  and 
Liberation  that  she  will  not 
be  a  spea)ter  at  their  rally, 
to  take  place  after  the  inarch 
April  25,  1993. 

Scotland,  who  came  out  about 
having  both  a  female  lover  and 
a  male  husband  after  being 
appointed  NOW  president  this 
past  fall,  told  the  planning 
committee  she  objected  to 
their  January  19  decision  to 
remove  "-sexual"  from  the  word 
"bisexual"  out  of  fears  that 
mainstream  support  would  be 
eroded  if  the  public  thought 
the  movement  too  sexual. 

Scotland,  who  also  appeared 
on  the  cover  of  this  year's 
Breasts  Illustrated  Swimsuit 
Issue,  wrote  in  a  letter  to 
the  planning  committee,  which 
was  released  to  the  press 
April  2,  "Although  I  have  not 
chosen  to  identify  myself  as 
bisexual,  I  am  certainly  sexu¬ 
al.  The  term  'bi'  runs  counter 
to  everything  I  stand  for-as 
well  as,  I  had  believed,  to 
everything  the  gay,  lesbian, 
and  bisexual  movement  stands 
for-that  is,  sexual  freedom."

New  Republican’s 

ADS  GO  UP  DUE  TO 
“hot”  GAY  ED. 

WASHINGTON-Undue  Attenshun, 
the  openly-gay  editor  in  chief 
of  the  New  Republican  magazine 
has  helped,  not  hindered,  that 
magazine's  advertising  efforts 
because  of  the  wide  perception 
that  he  is  "hot,"  the  New  york 
Slimes  reported  March  26. 

The  New  Republican  defied 
the  magazine  industry  trend  of 
advertising  revenue  losses 
last  year,  experiencing  a  3.6 
percent  gain  in  advertise¬ 
ments,  according  to  the 
Slimes. 

The  Slimes  attributed  the 
magazine' s  success  to 
Attenshun' s  reputation  as  a 
"hot  editor."  "And  Mr. 
Attentshun  is  heating  up," 
Slimes  business  reporter 
Stuart  Hellion  wrote,  "not 
only  because  he  is  cpenly  gay, 
but  also  because  he  is  young 
and  has  a  sexy  British 
accent ....  He  can  have  any 
seat  at  my  table  anytime  he 
wants." 

Hellion  was  further 
impressed  with  Attenshun' s 
conservative  political 
stances:  "Attenshun  opposes 
'outing'...  and  the  idea  of 
chainging  the  word  'queer' 
frcm  an  epithet  into  a  laJael 
of  proud  self-identification, 
a  move  popular  with  some  gay 
men  and  lesbians." 

"The  fact  they  have  a  new 
editor,  and  he's  28,  and  his 
sexual  preference  is  what  it 
is . . .  makes  you  want  to  pick 
it  up  and  look  at  it,"  Paula 
Bucks,  an  advertitsing  execu¬ 
tive  told  the  Slimes. 

"Who  gives  a  fuck  about  this 
guy  and  his  stupid  neo-conser¬ 
vative  magazine?"  asked  hot 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  lesbian  Sexx 
Hyde,  who  hopes  to  increase 
OCN's  ad  sales  by  operating 
her  business  out  of  the  OCN 
offices.

ACT  UP/NY 

SPLITS 

NEW  YORK-ACT  UP/NY  split 
into  two  factions  after  a 
March  29  meeting  at  which 
Peter  Stale,  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  group, 
announced,  "We  have  won  our 
seat  at  the  table'  because  he 
had  reached  a  compromise  with 
Anthony  Fuckrae,  the  director 
of  the  National  Institutes  of 
Hell  (NIH)  to  provide  an  AIDS 
vaccine  to  all  white  men  of 
good  social  standing  within  a 
month.

High  Court 

MAKES  SODOMY 
LEGAL 

WASHINGTON-In  a  suprise  move 
April  2,  the  Supreme  Court 
overturned  their  landmark  1986 
ruling  in  Bowers  v.  Hardwick, 
voting  by  a  7  to  2  margin  to 
overturn  Georgia's  sodomy  law, 
thus  raising  the  possibility 
that  the  24  remaining  state 
sodcmy  laws  could  also  be 
overturned. 

The  possibility  that  the 
Supreme  Court  would  reconsider 
Bowers  v.  Hardwick  was  first 
raised  by  the  newest  member  of 
the  court,  Cleardunce  Thomas, 
who  had  announced  during  his 
confirmation  hearings  in  the 
Senate  that  he  opposed  any 
federal  interference  in  his 
own  personal,  private  past- 
times,  some  of  which  involved 
porn  videos  and  pubic  hairs  in 
soda  cans . 

The  ruling,  which  was  based 
on  the  constitutional  right  to 
privacy,  was  generally  met 
with  ecstatic  enthusiasm  from 
lesbian  and  gay  rights 
activists.  Tim  McFeelme-Touch- 
me-Heal-me,  the  executive 
director  of  the  Patriotic 
Rights  Campaign  Fund,  called 
the  ruling  "a  victory  for 
patriotic  gay  lesbian 
Americans  everywhere,  and 
indeed  a  victory  for  our  great 
and  patriotic  tradition  of 
democracy,  itself.  Now  we  have 
won  our  seat  at  the  table." 

But  Sexx  Hyde,  the  founder 
and  former  direotor  of  the 
Privacy  Project  at  the 
National  Gay  and  Lesbian  Trick 
Force,  who  is  now  a  lesbian  in 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  called  the 
ruling  "a  travesty."  Hyde,  who 
designed  the  Privacy  Project's 
sodcmy  law  map  of  U.S., 
detailing  free  and  non-free 
states,  said,  "How  can  anyone 
say  our  work  is  done?  I  have 
not  yet  had  sex  in  every  non- 
free  state,"  adding,  "I  was 
close  though-14 .

CDC  UPDATES 
AIDS  DEFINITION 

ATLANTAr-James  Borrin,  the 
director  of  the  federal 
Centers  for  Definition  Control 
(CDC)  announced  April  4  that 
the  CDC  would  update  its  defi¬ 
nition  of  AIDS.  However,  in  a 
move  that  AIDS  activists  are 
calling  cynical,  the  CDC 
announced  that  instead  of 
adding  new  opportunistic 
infections  to  the  list  as  was 
expected,  it  would  tie  removing 
Pneumocystis  Car ini i  Pneumonia 
and  Kaposi's  Sarccma  from  the 
list. 

AIDS  activists  have  been 
pressuring  the  CDC  to  include 
the  opportunistic  infections 
common  in  HIV-infected  women 
and  injection  drug  users.  The 
CDC's  list  of  infections  that 
"count"  for  an  official  AIDS 
diagnosis  is  used  as  the  basis 
for  determining  disability  and 
Medicaid  eligibility,  as  well 
as  a  place  at  the  table  at 
high-priced  AIDS  benefit  din¬ 
ners.  Because  infections  com¬ 
mon  in  wcmen,  such  as  pelvic 
inflanmatory  disease  and  cer¬ 
vical  cancer,  have  )oeen  left 


the 

CDC's 
list,  48  per¬ 
cent  of  women  who  died  of  AIDS 
in  1990  died  of  infections 
that  do  not  "count,"  the  CDC 
reported  last  year. 

"Basically,  PCP  and  KS  no 
longer  count  as  AIDS,"  Borrin 
explained  in  a  press  confer¬ 
ence  here.  "Our  staff  has  been 
closely  monitoring  the  pro¬ 
gression  of  these  infections, 
and. . .  we  found  that  they  were 
laecoming  slightly  more  common 
in  women."  One  of  the  CDC's 
requirements  for  infections 
that  "count"  as  AIDS  is  that 
they  loe  rare  in  women. 

"We  always  knew  they  a  bunch 
of  were  sexist  fucking  pigs, 
but  this  is  outrageous," 
exclaimed  Hellish  Dorow,  a 
member  of  the  ACT  UP/NY  work¬ 
ing  group  that  has  been  demon¬ 
strating  against  the  CDC  for, 
like,  ever.  "You  can  just  tell 
Borrin  that  we  know  where  he 
lives,"  she  added,  "We  won't 
give  up  until  women' s  infec¬ 
tions  count,  too."

Russian  queers 

EXCLUDE  GuESSIN’ 

■  MOSCOW-The  Russian  emtiassy 
denied  a  re-patriation  visa  to 
U.S.  citizen  Marcia  Guessin', 
the  former  co-chair  of  the 
International  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Human  Rights  Commission  March 
27,  citing  concerns  by  Russian 
queers  over  Guessin' s  commit¬ 
ment  to  the  gay  rights  cause 
due  to  her  alleged  shaky 
romantic  track  record. 

Guessin' ,  who  emigrated  from 
Russia  with  her  refusnik  par¬ 
ents  at  age  14,  and  gave  up 
her  Soviet  citizenship  at  18, 
blamed  her  former  lover  Julie 
Dork,  also  a  co-chair  of  the 
International  Lesbian  and* Gay 
Human  Rights  Commission  and  - 
who  led  a  queer  trip  to  Russia 
last  year,  for  starting  the 
rumors .  "Dork  is  a  dork, " 
Guessin'  told  GCN.  "I  never 
liked  her  anyway." 

Guessin'  told  GCN  she  decid¬ 
ed  to  repatriate  after  she 
"ran  into  too  many  ex-lovers 
at  the  AllWrlte  '  92  confer¬ 
ence,  and  was  even  mistaken 
for  one  ex-lover."  Guessin' 
said  she  felt  the  Russian 
embassy's  decision  had  been 
unfair.  "I  think  I've  proven 
my  commitment  to  this  move¬ 
ment,"  she  said,  pointing  to 
sacrifices  she  made  during  her 
years  working  in  the  gay  and 
lesbian  press:  founding  Nixed 
magazine  in  Boston  in  1988  in 
spite  of  her  inability  to  keep 
a  girlfriend  there;  putting  up 
with  sexist  bosses  and  her 
inability  to  keep  a  girlfriend 
when  she  worked  at  New  York' s 
OutPeek  in  1990;  and,  this 
past  year,  having  to  buy  a 
fancy  wardrobe  to  take  a  job 
as  editor  at  the  Badvocate  in 
Los  Angeles,  where  she  has 
been  unable  to  keep  a  girl¬ 
friend. 

"No  one  can  rightly  say  I 
have  not  shared  my  talents 
with  the  gay  and  lesbian  com¬ 
munity,  "  she  said.  "Well,  cer¬ 
tainly  at  least  not  with  the 
lesbian  ccmmunlty."

Former  GCN’ers 
STORM  White 
House 

WASHINGTON-Five  former  OCN 
staff  members  who  currently 
serve  as  executive  directors 
of  national 

queer /gay/les/bi/AIDS/rights/1 
ib  organizations  stormed  the 
White  House  April  3,  declaring 
they  would  not  leave  until 
George  Bush  turned  over  the 
Presidency. 

Eric  Rofurr,  the  director  of 
San  Francisco's  Campi  Project 
and  one-time  OCN  features  edi¬ 
tor,  was  reportedly  the  brains 
behind  the  take-over.  The  coup 
was  planned  last  July  at  Tim 
McFeelme-Touch-me-Heal-me' s  P- 
Town  house.  "We  are  the  power 


elite;  we  are  the  power  bro¬ 
kers,"  Rofurr  explained.  "We 
want  to  run  your  lives." 

But  Richard  Burned,  the 
director  of  the  New  York  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Community  Cruise 
Center,  who  worked  at  GCN  for 
ten  years,  saw  things  differ¬ 
ently.  "We  just  wanted  our 
seat  at  the  White  House 
table,"  he  explained. 

The  group,  which  was  not 
armed,  arrived  late  in  the 
night  and  astounded  security 
guards  by  claiming  to  be  the 
trayfriends  of  former  First 
Son,  Ron  "Junior's  Wearing  a 
Tutu"  Reagan.  According  to 
Kevin  Catheter,  the  new  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  Lambada 
Legal  Defense  and  Education 
Fund  [see  GCN,  Vol.  17,  No. 

35],  and  a  former  OCN  Ixiard 
member  and  features  editor, 

"The  guards  apparently  forgot 
that  Reagan  is  no  longer  pres¬ 
ident.  It  sort  of  gives  new 
meaning  to  the  phrase,  'Here 
ccmes  the  new  boss,  same  as 
the  old  boss.'" 

Urvash  Way-Rad,  executive 
director  of  the  National  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Trick  Force 
(NGLTF)  and  the  former  GCN 
promo  homo  (or  promotions 
director),  announced,  "We  were 
just  sick  and  tired  of  OCN 
being  out  of  the  limelight.  I 
just  love  that  rag  [GCN].  It's 
time  for  us  to  receive  some 
recognition." 

Piaywrite  Larry  Screamer, 
who  founded  ACT  UP  but  who  did 
not  work  for  GCN,  praised  the 
action.  "At  last  our  leaders 
are  doing  something  with  the 
money  we  send,"  he  said, 
adding  that  he  was  somewhat 
disappointed  the  group  did  not 
burn  down  the  White  House.  "We 
are  at  war,  do  not  forget," 
Screamer  added. 

The  fifth  member  of  the 
group,  former  GCN  news  editor, 
former  NGLTF  staffer,  and 
coordinator  of  the  AllWrite 
'  92  conference  Sexx  Hyde,  who 
is  now  a  lesbian  in  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  told  a  GCN  reporter, 
"Hey,  batie,  I  was  just  along 
for  the  ride.  I  was  just 
lookin'  to  scope  some  liabes, 
babe . *  —Carolyn  Hoof ford

Flynn  also  acknowledged  meeting  with 
the  women  prior  to  their  registration 
for  the  parade.

"Bill  Weld  and  I 
talked  constantly  about  them  marching 
with  great  excitement.  Bill  and  I  even 
offered  suggestions  for  their  uniforms 
but  the  feedlaack  we  got  from  the  orga¬ 
nizers  was  that  our  ideas  didn't  work 
for  them." 

.  Flynn  continued,  "I  rememlDer  talking 
to  Bill  about  how  great  it  was  going 
to  be  to  have  strong,  articulate  les¬ 
bian  role  models,  and  how  great  it 
would  be  in  terms  of  lesbian  visibili¬ 
ty.

funny,  but  I'm  wondering  if  everyone 
was  centered  and  in  touch  with  our 
marching." 

Also  overheard  was  this  telling  com¬ 
ment:  "I  thought  I  heard  some  grum¬ 
bling  while  we  marched.  I  certainly 
wouldn't  want  to  offend  anyone,  or 
make  them  think  I  was  'flaunting'  itiy 
sexuality,  especially  any  straight 
white  men.  I  just  couldn't  live  with 
myself  if  I  caused  any  upset  or  ill 
feelings."

male  writer  and  poet  who  is  dying  of  AIDS.  He  said  the  survival  of 
gay  and  lesbian  publishing  will  require  commitments  to  several  princi¬ 
ples,  including:  the  reaffirmation  of  the  importance  of  cultural  diversi¬ 
ty,  preserving  a  literary  heritage  by  making  possible  posthumous  pub¬ 
lishing  and  establishing  literary  grants  and  fellowships  “to  make  sure 
our  literary  history  is  written  and  passed  on  to  others.” 

Addressing  the  issue  of  closure,  Dixon  implored  the  audience  not  to 
forget  those  in  the  community  who  have  died.  "An  end  may  simply  be 
a  termination,”  he  said.  “Closure,  on  the  other  hand,  involves  the  will 
to  remember.”  Evoking  an  emotional  response  from  many  audience 
members,  Dixon  said,  “I  may  not  be  alive  next  year  to  attend  this  con- 
feroice,  but  I’ll  be  somewhere  listening  for  my  name.”  He  closed  his 
speech  as  he  had  opened,  singing  an  a  cappella  version  of  a  spiritual 
with  the  words,  “I’ll  be  somewhere  listening  for  my  name.” 

The  conference  closed  with  a  speech  by  novelist  Alan  Gurganus, 
who  advised  the  audience  to  forsake  anger,  “A  sort  of  B -minus  emo¬ 
tion,”  and  embrace  instead  rage.  “We  have  survived  most  of  the  tribu¬ 
lation  that  would  scare  our  straight  brothers  and  sisters,”  he  added. 

Invoking  the  persona  of  a  Southern  preacher,  Gurganus  said,  “There 
are  people  who  will  say  everyone  in  this  room  is  bad,  but  I  feel  such 
goodness.  And  there  are  people  who  will  say  to  us  everything  outside 
this  room  is  good,  but  I  feel  such  badness.  What  are  we  to  make  of  this 
inversion?”  He  continued,  “What  are  we  to  make  of  a  society  that  calls 
us  perverted,  and  holds  up  as  exemplary  the  sexual  behavior  of 
Clarence  Thomas,  William  Kennedy  Smith  and  Mike  Tyson?” 

“Consciously  political”  gets  positive  feedback 

One  ongoing  tension — over  invisibility  of  writers  of  color  within 
publishing  and  racism  of  white  editors  and  publishers — erupted  at  the 
conference  over  the  use  of  the  name  of  the  late  African  American  writ¬ 
er  and  activist,  Joseph  Beam,  for  an  award  for  which  no  Black  writers 
were  considered.  [See  story,  this  page.)  The  conferraice  itself  was 
given  positive  reviews  from  many  conferencegoers  and  panelists,  who 
cited  powerful  keynote  speeches,  overall  inclusiveness  and  innovative 
programming.  In  addition  to  panel  discussions  and  writing  workshops, 
readings  and  “public  conversations”  were  offered. 

A  total  of  more  than  80  people  read  from  their  work  during  several 
several  conference  sessions,  many  of  which  crossed  die  line  into  per¬ 
formance  art.  “One  of  the  reasons  we  wanted  to  do  [the  readings]  was

BOSTON — More  than  1 500  publishers,  editors  and  writers  of  all 
kinds  converged  upon  Boston  March  20 — ^22  for  OutWrite  ’92,  the 
third  annual  national  lesbian  and  gay  vmters’  conference.  Co-spon¬ 
sored  by  GCN  and  Out/Look  Quarterly,  this  year  maiked  the  confer¬ 
ence’s  debut  on  the  East  Coast,  after  being  held  in  San  Francisco  the 
past  two  years. 

Almost  80  panels,  workshops  and  readings  were  assembled, 
addressing  themes  as  diverse  as  broadening  the  agenda  of  the  gay  and 
lesbian  press,  the  wacky  world  of  cartooning  and  writing  about  sex. 
Four  keynote  speakers  moved  listeners  with  diverse  perspectives  on 
the  conference  theme,  survival. 

Kaynoto  spaakars  on  survival 

“If  what  we  are  talking  about  today  is  survival,  then  it  must  be  for 
all  of  us,”  said  Mariana  Romo-Carmona,  a  Chilean-born  lesbian 
activist  and  writer,  who  gave  the  opening  keynote  address.  Romo- 
Carmona  addressed  the  issue  of  white  appropriation  of  non- 
Anglo/European  cultures  within  gay  and  lesbian  communities,  calling 
for  an  end  to  “exoticizing  that  which  we  don’t  understand.”  She  added 
as  an  example,  “Inclusiveness  doesn’t  mean  taking  the  snap  out  of  gay 
male  culture  and  leaving  the  black  queen  behind.” 

Noting  the  lack  of  media  attention  to  indigenous  resistance  to  the 
Columbus  Quincentennial,  Romo-Carmona  ended  her  speech  with  a 
reminder  that,  “We  [Native  American  lesbian  and  gay  writers]  are 
here.  We  are  alive.  We  can  speak.  We  are  here.  We  have  resisted  and 
we  have  survived.” 

Dorothy  Allison,  a  San  Francisco-based  novelist  and  activist  who 
gave  the  second  keynote  address,  implored  the  writes  in  the  audience 
to  “do  more  than  survive.”  “Don’t  soften  the  tragedy;  write  about  the 
truth  of  your  lives,”  she  said,  adding,  “And  I’ll  make  you  a  promise:  If 
you  show  me  yours.  I’ll  show  you  mine.” 

Revealing  that  her  goal  has  been  “to  write  so  powerfully  it  will 
break  the  heart  of  the  world  and  heal  it,”  Allison  continued,  “I  have 
never  wanted  to  be  rich.  I’ve  always  wanted  a  great  deal  more.  I’ve 
always  wanted  to  change  the  world.  And  that  is  a  far  more  greedy 
ambition.” 

Melvin  Dixon,  who  spoke  at  the  closing  plenary,  addressed  the 
theme  of  survival  from  the  perspective  of  an  African  American  gay 


White 
publishers 
confronted 
on  use 
of  Beam’s 
name

BOSTON — A  literary  award  established  in 
the  name  of  Joseph  Beam,  an  African 
American  gay  writer,  editor  and  activist  who 
died  of  AIDS  in  1988,  became  the  most  con¬ 
tentious  aspect  of  the  OutWrite  conference 
[see  accompanying  story  this  page].  Several 
African  American  gay  and  lesbian  writers 
protested  the  award,  which  was  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  conference,  charging  its  cre¬ 
ators  with  appropriating  Beam’s  name  with¬ 
out  carrying  forward  his  Black-identified 
politics  and  concerns.  They  noted  that  none 
of  the  books  nominated  for  the  award  were 
by  African  Americans,  and  only  one  of  the 
award’s  judges  was  African  American. 

A  letter  signed  by  1 50  members  of  the 
African  American  literary  community  and 
distributed  at  the  conference  read,  in  part, 
“We  agree  that  an  award  honoring  a  work  of 
significant  social  impact  coming  from  the 
gay  and  lesbian  community  should  be  estab¬ 
lished;  but  to  set  into  motion  an  award  in 
Joseph  Beam’s  name  that  does  not  acknowl¬ 
edge  his  primary  life-force  and  vision  as  a 
Black  gay  man  who  was  committed  to  anti¬ 
racist  activism  is  an  act  of  erasure  that  could 
be  considered  possible  only  in  the  context  of 
cultural  domination.”  At  the  conference,  a 
meeting  to  discuss  the  award  was  called  by 
several  of  the  letter’s  original  signers, 
including  Jacquie  Bishop,  Assoto  Saint, 
Jewelle  Gomez  and  Essex  Hemphill,  all  of 
whom  are  African  American  gay/lesbian 
writers  and  activists. 

The  award  was  conceived  by  publisher 
Sasha  Alyson  of  Alyson  Publications  in 
Boston,  who  administered  it  with  Jeffr-ey 
Escoffier  of  Out/Look  Quarterly.  According 
to  Alyson  and  Escoffier,  the  award  was 
established  to  promote  literary  works  that 
explore  new  ideas,  and  was  named  after 
Beam  because  of  his  groundbreaking  work 
as  editor  of  In  The  Life,  the  first  anthology  of 
African  American  gay  men’s  writing. 

“It  just  seemed  logical  to  me  at  the  time  to 
use  Joseph  Beam’s  name,”  Alyson  explained 
at  the  meeting  called  to  discuss  the  award. 

He  acknowledged,  however,  that  using 
Beam’s  name  for  the  award  was  a  misappro¬ 
priation  of  the  late  activist’s  work  and  said, 
“I’m  sorry  I  did  that.” 

Escoffier  said,  “The  process  of  collecting 
nominations  [for  the  award]  was  informal...it 
was  not  as  well-publicized  or  inclusive  as  it 
should  have  been.”  He  then  added,  “I  basi¬ 
cally  agree  with  Sasha  and  acknowledge  that 
in  fact  it’s  clear  to  me  now  I  should  have 
consulted,  myself,  more  widely  in  the  Black 
American  community.” 

The  use  of  Beam’s  name  was  cleared  by 
his  mother,  Dorothy  Beam.  However, 
according  to  Hemphill,  she  had  originally 
denied  Alyson ’s  request  after  consulting  with 
Hemphill  and  had  only  consented  when  con¬ 
tacted  a  second  time  by  Escoffier.  “Mrs. 

Beam  is  70  years  old,”  Hemphill  said.  “She 
doesn’t  know  what’s  going  on  in  the  Black 
lesbian  and  gay  community.  She  only  knows 
the  love  for  her  son....  When  she  said  no  the 
first  time,  there  was  no  need  to  call  her 
back.”  According  to  the  letter  issued  by 
Hemphill  and  others,  Dorothy  Beam  rescind¬ 
ed  the  use  of  her  son’s  name  for  the  award  as 
it  is  currently  constructed. 

In  the  letter,  the  activists  questioned  the 
omission  of  Brother  to  Brother,  a  work 
begim  by  Beam  and  finished  by  Hemphill 
when  Beam  died,  from  the  nomination  list 
for  the  award.  A  letter  issued  by  Escoffier

St.  Pat’s  activists 
charge  city  rep. 

BOSTON — ^Two  separate  civil  rights 
complaints  have  been  lodged  against  City 
Councilor  James  Kelly  (Dist.  2),  charging 
him  with  threats  of  physical  violence  against 
queer  activists  in  the  weeks  leading  up  to  the 
city’s  Sl  Patrick’s  Day  Parade,  in  which  a 
gay  and  lesbian  group  marched  for  the  first 
time  (see  GCN,  Vol.  19,  No.  33-34).  The 
complaints  were  filed  March  23  with  the 
state  attorney  general’s  office. 

One  complaint,  filed  by  Qiff  Ameson,  co- 
presidait  of  New  England  Gay,  Lesbian  and 
Bisexual  Veterans,  alleges  that  Kelly  threat¬ 
ened  Ameson  over  the  telephone  March  1 1 . 
According  to  the  complaint,  Kelly  said,  “If 
you  come  to  South  Boston  I  will  personally 
knock  you  out,”  when  Ameson  suggested 
that  the  gay  veteran’s  group  might  show  up 
and  march.  Ameson  alleg^ly  called  Kelly’s 
office  offering  to  mediate  the  dispute 
between  the  Irish-American  Gay,  Lesbian 
and  Bisexual  Group  of  Boston  (GLIB),  that 
wished  to  march  in  the  city’s  parade,  and  the 
parade  organizers.  Kelly,  whose  district 
includes  South  Boston,  where  the  parade 
takes  place,  was  publicly  and  voc^y 
oppos^  to  GLIB’s  participation. 

Ameson  marched  with  GLIB — which  won 
the  right  to  march  on  first  amendment 
grounds  in  court — and  told  GCN  the  veter¬ 
an’s  group  will  apply  for  a  permit  for  next 
year’s  parade. 

The  other  complaint  was  filed  by  David 
Hamburger,  a  member  of  Queer  Nation,  who 
alleges  that  Kelly  threatened  him  in  person 
after  appearing  on  a  local  public  affairs  tele¬ 
vision  program  discussing  his  views  on 
GLIB’s  inclusion  in  the  parade.  Hamburger 
told  GCN  he  approached  Kelly  and  thanked 
him  for  making  it  clear  that  the  real  issue 
was  homophobia,  to  which  Kelly  replied, 
“Get  out  of  my  face  or  I’ll  knock  you  to  the 
ground.”  When  Hamburger  asked,  “Are  you 
threatening  me?”  Kelly  replied,  “Yes,  I”m 
threatening  you.”  — Dawn  Schmitz 

Anti-gay/lesbian 
violence  rises 

WASHINGTON — ^The  incidence  of  anti¬ 
gay  crimes  reported  in  five  major  metropoli¬ 
tan  areas  rose  31  percent  in  1991,  according 
to  a  report  releas^  March  19  by  the  National 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Task  Force.  A  total  of 
1 ,822  incidents  of  harassment,  threats,  physi¬ 
cal  assaults,  vandalism,  arson,  police  abuse 
and  murder  were  reported  last  year  to  gay 
and  lesbian  anti-violence  agencies  in  New 
York,  Boston,  Chicago,  Minneapolis/St.  Paul 
and  San  Francisco. 

The  numbCT  of  reported  anti-gay  murders 
doubled,  gay  bashings  increased  by  15  per¬ 
cent  and  acts  of  police  violence  against  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  jumped  29  pweent, 
according  to  the  report. 

The  report  focu^  on  the  five  urban  areas 
listed  because  of  the  existence  of  profession¬ 
ally  staffed  gay/lesbian  victim  assistance 
agencies  in  those  cities.  The  author  of  the 
report,  Kevin  Berrill  of  NGLTF,  noted  that 
“it  is  likely  that  other  U.S.  urban  areas,  and 
perhaps  suburban  and  rural  communites,  are 
experiencing  a  similar  surge”  in  anti-gay  vio¬ 
lence. 

The  New  York  City  area  recorded  592 
incidents,  followed  by  473  in  San  Francisco, 
339  in  Miimeapolis/St.  Paul,  210  in  Chicago 
and  209  in  Boston.  The  report  estimates  that 
these  figures  reflect  a  fraction  of  the  actual 
number  of  incidents. 

Berrill  blames  the  rise  in  anti-gay  inci¬ 
dents,  in  part,  on  the  prevalence  of  anti-gay 
attitudes  put  forth  by  the  media  and  by  politi¬ 
cians  and  religious  leaders.  “Venomous  anti¬ 
gay  attacks  by  Patrick  Buchanan,  destructive 
stereotyping  of  gay  people  in  Silence  of  the 
Lambs  and...  Basic  Instinct,  the  demoniza- 
tion  of  gay  people  by  right-wing  officials 
and  ’traditional  values’  groups,  and  the 
appalling  silence  among  so  many  otherwise 
decent  people  in  positions  of  leadership  all 
contributed  to  the  siege  under  which  lesbian 
and  gay  Americans  lived  in  1991,”  Berrill 
stated. 

The  report  also  acknowledged  that  hate 


crimes  against  other  groups — including 
African  Americans,  Arab  Americans,  Asian 
Americans,  Jews  and  women — have  also 
risen.

Auburn  U.  battle 
goes  to  court 

BIRMINGHAM,  Ala. — Trustees  of 
Auburn  UnivCTsity  voted  March  23  to  let  the 
federal  courts  decide  whether  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  students  have  the  same  rights  to  orga¬ 
nize  on  campus  as  other  student  groups,  the 
New  York  Times  reported. 

Last  November,  college  administrators 
overturned  a  Student  Government 
Association  decision  refusing  to  grant  offi¬ 
cial  campus  recognition  and  campus  funds  to 
the  Auburn  Gay  and  Lesbian  Association. 
Angry  students  then  presented  a  petition  with 
21,000  signatures  asking  the  board  of 
Trustees  to  rescind  the  group’s  campus  char¬ 
ter  (see  GCN,  Vol.  19,  No.  28).  In  Janua^, 
police  arrested  a  student  for  allegedly  firing 
at  gay  and  lesbian  students  with  a  pellet  gim, 
the  Boston  Globe  reported. 

The  lawsuit,  filed  in  Federal  District  Court 
in  Montgomery,  asks  the  court  to  decide 
whether  the  Trustees  can  rescind  the  school’s 
official  recognition  of  the  Auburn  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Association.  Both  sides  in  the 
debate  are  named  as  defendants:  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union — which  had 
threatened  suit  against  administrators  in 
January  if  they  failed  to  grant  a  charter  to  the 
gay  and  lesbian  group — the  Alabama 
Attorney  General,  the  Auburn  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Associaiton  and  the  Rutherford 
Insitutte  of  alabama,  a  Christian  legal 
defense  group. 

The  Alabama  Legi.ilature  has  also  gotten 
involved.  Both  house:  passed  resolutions 
urging  the  administrators  to  revoke  the  gay 
and  lesbian  group’s  charter.  The  Alabama 
House  of  Representatives  is  now  considering 
a  bill  that  would  prohibit  other  universities 
from  giving  state  funds  to  groups  that  advo¬ 
cate  the  violation  of  state  sodomy  and  sexual 
misconduct  laws,  a  position  the  Alabama 
Attorney  General  supported  in  an  advisory 
opinion. 

In  related  news,  the  outgoing  student  gov¬ 
ernment  piresidait  at  Gerogia  Tech 
University  recently  launched  a  drive  for  a 
schoolwide  referendum  to  rescind  funding 
for  the  campus  Gay  and  Lesbian  Alliance, 
and  gay  and  lesbian  activists  at  Atlanta’s 
Emory  University  demonstrated  after  anti¬ 
gay  harassment  on  campus,  the  Boston 
Globe  reported.  Organized  resistance  to  gay 
and  lesbian  student  groups  has  occured  at 
Vanderbilt,  Qemson  and  Old  Dominion  uni¬ 
versities  and  at  the  Universities  of  North 
Carolina  and  Florida  in  the  past  year,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Robert  Bray  of  the  National  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Task  Force.  — Carrie  Wofford 

AIDS  groups  blast 
government  plan 

WASHINGTON — Gay  Men’s  Health 
Crisis  (GMHC)  and  the  American 
Foundation  for  AIDS  Research  were  among 
the  many  AIDS  service  groups  that  criticized 
the  government’s  new  release  of  its  ongoing 
education  campaign,  “America  Responds  to 
AIDS.” 

In  its  educational  materials,  the  U.S. 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  fails  to  mention 
condoms,  IV  needles  or  modes  of  transmis¬ 
sion,  instead  suggesting  that  abstinence  and 
monogamy  will  help  the  reader  avoid  HIV. 

”A  more  appropriate  title  for  this  cam¬ 
paign  would  be  “The  CDC  fi^s  to  respond  to 
AIDS,’”  said  Ernesto  Hinojos,  GMHC’s 
Director  of  Education.  “Study  the  CDC 
materials  and  you  still  won’t  know  anything 
about  how  to  prevent  yourself  from  getting 
HIV  or  what  to  do  if  you  test  positive....  It  is 
not  enough  just  to  tell  people  that  AIDS  is  a 
problem,”  he  said. 

In  a  nationwide  poll  that  the  Roper 
Organization  conducted  for  GMHC  last 
June,  over  80  percent  of  Americans  surveyed 
said  they  think  “some  pretty  explicit  sexual 
material”  is  necessary  to  inform  teenagers 
about  HIV. 

AIDS  groups  presented  their  own  version 
of  educational  material  and  advertisements 
in  press  conferences  during  the  last  week  of 
March.  — Carrie  Wofford 

Conn,  faces  HIV 
reporting 

HARTFORD — Connecticut  AIDS 
activists  are  standing  firm  in  their  fight 
against  stated  proposals  by  state  Health 
Commissioner  Susan  S.  Addis  to  widen  the 
mandatory  reporting  of  names  of  those  who 
test  positive  for  HIV. 


Addiss  contends  that  testing  sites  should 
stop  offering  anonymous  testing  and  instead 
promote  confidential  testing,  in  which  the 
person’s  name  would  be  recorded  and 
reported  to  the  state  with  a  guarantee  of  pri¬ 
vacy.  Under  the  proposed  changes,  the  state 
would  withhold  funds  to  clinics  whose  test¬ 
ing  is  more  than  50  percent  anonymous,  and 
labs  would  be  required  to  report  the  names  of 
people  who  test  positive  for  HIV  or  whose 
T-cell  count  is  below  200. 

Addiss  explained  that  the  state  might  lose 
federal  funding  if  it  does  not  pursue  a  more 
aggressive  reporting  strategy.  Activists  con¬ 
tend  that  the  cost  of  establishing  a  collection 
procedure  for  names  would  balance  out  any 
loss  in  federal  funds. 

ACT  UP  and  other  organizations,  such  as 
the  Coimecticut  AIDS  Ministries,  the  Conn. 
Civil  Liberties  Union  and  the  Conn. 

Coalition  for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Civil  Rights, 
have  argued  that  reporting  of  names  will  lead 
fewer  people  to  seek  testing  and  may  result 
in  the  release  of  names. 

“No  one  in  the  Department  of  Health 
Services  can  guarantee  anyone  that  six 
months  from  now  the  legislature  or  the 
courts  will  not  order  the  release  of  those 
names,”  said  Victor  D’Lugin  of  the  Conn. 
Coalition  for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Civil  Rights. 

Addiss  has  met  with  AIDS  activists  but 
has  refused  to  change  hCT  position  that  the 
changes  should  be  implemented,  perhaps  as 
soon  as  next  month. 

“We  in  Connecticut  have  no  comprehen¬ 
sive  plan  to  provide  for  aggressive,  maxi¬ 
mum  and  experimental  treatment,”  D’Lugin 
said.  “All  we  have  is  a  plan  to  collect  names, 
a  plan  that  will  discourage  people  from  seek¬ 
ing  help  out  of  fear  of  disclosure  and  dis¬ 
crimination.”

No  lesbians  for 
Amnesty  Internat’l 

BRUSSELS — Amnesty  Intanational, 
which  won  gay  acclaim  worldwide  when  the 
group  allowed  lesbians  and  gay  men  to  be 
recognized  as  prisoners  of  conscience,  fol¬ 
lowing  12  years  of  pressure  (see  GCN,  Vol. 
19,  No.  10),  angered  the  International 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Association  (ILGA)  by 
refusing  to  include  lesbian  sexuality  in  an 
upcoming  1992  Amnesty  Conference  on 
Women  and  Human  Ri^ts. 

Dr.  Monika  Reinfelder,  a  lecturer  in  politi¬ 
cal  science  at  the  University  of  London  says 
she  was  told  her  topic,  sexuality,  was  consid¬ 
ered  too  controversial,  ILGA  announced  in  a 
press  release  March  23.  Reinfelder  declined 
to  speak  on  another  topic,  writing  to  the 
British  Amnesty  International  Women’s 
Officer,  “I  am  not  prepared  to  participate  in  a 
conference  which  is  exclusively  aim^  at 
heterosexual  women  and  thereby  discrimina¬ 
tory.” 

ILGA  co-Secretary  Lisa  Power  remarked, 
“This  incident  shows  that  Amnesty  has  made 
[only]  a  paper  commitment  to”  lesbian  and 
gay  prisoners  of  conscience.

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that  we  felt  there  needed  to  be  more  emCTg- 
ing  voices  heard  along  with  the  more  estab¬ 
lished  voices,”  said  conference  organizer  Sue 
Hyde,  adding,  “It  was  a  very  effective  way  to 
tap  into  new  noise  ion  the  community  and 
new  forms.” 

Public  conversations  took  place  between 
pairs  of  well-known  writers,  activists  or  per¬ 
formers,  and  involved  audience  participation. 
The  two  most  well-attended  conversations 
took  place  between  Gomez  and  lesbian 
humorist  Kate  Clinton — who  discussed  in 
part  the  use  of  humor  in  gay  and  lesbian 
writing — and  novelist/activist  Sara 
Schulman  and  playwright/activist  Larry 
Kramer — who  discussed  the  future  of  AIDS 
activism,  specifically  that  of  ACT  UP/New 
York. 

A  “feedback  session”  that  took  place 
immediately  following  the  final  keynote 
address  drew  less  than  a  dozen  people,  which 
confaence  organizers  viewed  as  a  meter  of 
the  event’s  success.  “Twelve  out  of  1500  is 
less  than  one  percent....  It’s  a  pretty  small 
feedback  session,”  Hyde  told  GCN.  She 
added  that  based  on  comments  that  have 
been  addressed  to  her,  “People  who  have 
gone  to  other  OutWrite  conferences  felt  this 
was  the  most  consciously  political.” 

Eric  Latzky,  a  New  York  writer  who  spoke 
on  a  panel  at  the  conference,  said,  “The  dis¬ 
cussions  were  mosOy  more  political  than 
easthetic,  which  for  me  was  a  little  unfortu¬ 
nate.”  He  said  thatwhile  he  agrees, that  poli¬ 
tics  is  important,  for  a  writers’  conference, 
“there  was  not  a  lot  of  talk  about  writing.” 

“But  I  thought  it  was  a  great 
weekend — the  setting  was  great  and  all  that,” 
Latsky  continued,  adding,  “Overall  I  felt  like 
there  were  a  lot  more  emerging  or  a^iring 
people  who  participated  and  I  imagine  it  was 
inspiring  for  them.” 

Michael  Bronski,  a  member  of  the  confer¬ 
ence’s  planning  committee,  said  he  felt  the 
political  emphasis  at  the  conference  was  pos¬ 
itive  and  necessary.  “I  think  that  what  we 
have  seen  over  the  three  years  of  OutWrite 
conferences  is  that  the  nurturance  and  sur¬ 
vival  of  lesbian  and  gay  writing  must  by  its 
nature  go  hand  in  hand  with  activism,”  He 
said. 

Gomez  said  she  felt  overall  the  conference 
was  a  great  success,  emphasizing  the  read¬ 
ings  and  the  public  convosations  as  hight- 
lights.  However,  she  said  she  felt  thCTe  was 
too  much  onphasis  given  to  commercial 


presses  over  gay/lesbian  and  feminist  press¬ 
es.  “Everything  seemed  to  be  tilted  in  the 
direction  of  commercial  publishers,”  Gomez 
said,  adding  that  during  one  panel  editors 
from  commercial  presses  “bellyache[d] 
about  what  a  heard  time  they  were  having 
getting  gay  and  lesbian  writers  into  print....  I 
felt  like  I  was  being  deluged  by  publishers 
who  were  saying,  ‘Help  me  with  my  career,’ 
because  gay  and  lesbian  publishing  is  hot.” 
Gomez  said  she  would  like  to  put  together  a 
panel  discussing  the  political  and  creative 
aspects  of  publishing  with  small  presses  and 
commercial  presses. 

Schulman  told  GCN  she  felt  the  confer¬ 
ence  brought  individuals  from  different  parts 
of  the  gay  and  lesbian  community  together. 
“There  was  a  real  emphasis  on  hard-core 
politics  and  people  were  very  honest  ewith 
each  other  about  what  kind  of  reciprocity 
they  expect,”  adding  that  she  felt  people 
were  “trying  to  make  the  word  community 
be  real.” 

The  only  time  she  felt  isolated,  Schulman 
said,  was  when  she  realized  she  was  oftoi 
the  only  person  speaking  about  AIDS  who 
was  HIV  negative.  “Very  few  people  who 
don’t  have  HIV  have  given  their  enCTgies”  to 
the  AIDS  movement,  she  said.  □

SOO  years  of 
resistance  through 
women’s  eyes 


SAN  FRANCISCO — As  part  of  one  of  the  many  events  marking  International 
Women’s  day,  March  8,  one  thousand  women  marched  through  the  financial,  gov¬ 
ernment  and  tourist  districts  here  carrying  ten  foot-high  portraits  of  women  from 
many  cultures,  their  fists  raised  in  defiance  and  strength.  This  celebration  of 
Women’s  Day  focused  on  condemning  the  genocide  and  colonization  of  Indigenous 
peoples  of  the  Americas  begun  by  Christopher  Columbus.  San  Francisco  will  serve 
as  a  central  location  for  the  U.S.  government’s  celebration  of  Columbus’  “discovery" 
of  the  Americas. 

The  women  chanted  “500  years  of  rape  and  hate,  we  refuse  to  celebrate!"  as 
they  marched  up  Columbus  Ave.,  stopping  traffic  on  the  four-lane  thoroughfare. 
They  also  demonstrated  in  front  of  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  offices  and  in 
the  tourist  district  of  Fisherman’s  Wharf. 

Speakers  addressed  the  continuing  struggles  of  Indigenous,  Black,  Latina  and 
Asian  women  against  colonialism,  homophobia  and  sexism.  “We  demand  control  of 
our  bodies  and  we  demand  quality  health  care,  childcare,  education  and  housing," 
media  spokesperson  Katrina  Fullman  said.  “We  refuse  to  be  terrorized  by  patriar¬ 
chal  violence  arxJ  the  sexual  objectification  and  exploitation  of  our  bodies.  We  won’t 
put  up  with  lesbian  bashing  or  the  backlash  against  feminism." 

The  ending  rally  took  place  at  Aquatic  Park  on  the  Bay,  with  Alcatraz  Island,  the 
symbol  of  Native  American  resistance,  in  view.  In  1969,  members  of  the  American 
Indian  Movement  reclaimed  the  island  as  Native  land  until  they  were  forcibly  evict¬ 
ed  in  June  of  1971.  Alcatraz  was  also  the  first  maximum  security  prison  in  the  U.S. 
to  institute  the  24-hbur  lockdown  policy.  A  poem  by  Susan  Rosenberg,  a  North 
American  political  prisoner,  was  read  aloud  against  a  backdrop  of  portraits  of  U.S. 
women  political  prisoners.  — Linda  Sudak 

Riggs,  Buchanan 
battle  for  public  TV

WASHINGTON — ^In  an  attempt  to  restrict 
funding  to  the  Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcasting,  Republican  Senators  are  paint¬ 
ing  public  television  as  a  bastion  of  radical 
ideas — using  as  a  primary  example  Tongues 
Untied,  the  highly  acclaimed  film  by  Ktarlon 
Riggs,  which  air^  on  some  PBS  stations  last 
year.  During  debates  on  the  bill  March  3, 
Senators  Robert  Dole  (R-Kan.)  and  Jesse 
Helms  (R-N.C.)  used  the  film  as  an  example 
of  the  “myth”  of  the  high  quality  in  public 
broadcasting. 

'The  bill  is  expected  to  be  debated  again  in 
the  coming  weeks,  and  several  amendments 
may  be  offered  that  would  severely  restrict 
the  programs  available  through  public  broad¬ 
casting,  according  to  People  for  the 
Amaican^ay,  a  liberal  lobbying  group.  The 
amendments  may  include  a  measure  to  short¬ 
en  the  “safe  harbor”  period  when  broadcast¬ 
ers  can  air  so-called  “indecait”  material  as 
well  as  a  requirement  that  all  public  broad¬ 
casting  programming  meet  certain  standards 
of  “balance”  and  “objectivity.” 

“I  think  that  what  Helms  is  doing  is  using 
lesbian  and  gay  sexuality  as  a  weapon  in  his 
effort  to  destroy  programs  he  has  never  sup¬ 
ported,  such  as  the  NEA  (National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts)  and  the  CPB,” 
Gregory  King  of  the  Human  Rights 
Campaign  Fund  told  GCN.  “This  is  extreme¬ 
ly  dangerous  because  he  is  inflaming  anti¬ 
gay  prejudice  in  order  to  advance  his  funda¬ 
mental  goal,  which  is  censorship.” 

The  CPB  gives  grants  to  local  PBS  stations 
around  the  country  and  funds  the  production 
of  programming  diose  stations  air.  Local  sta¬ 
tions  have  control  over  what  programming 
they  will  air;  last  year  more  than  100  stations 
did  not  air  the  episode  of  the  acclaimed  PBS 
Point  of  View  series  that  showed  Tongues 
Untied,  which  focuses  on  African  American 
gay  male  life.  (See  GCN,  Vol.  19,  No.  8) 

ITie  film  was  also  the  cornerstone  of  a 
recent  television  ad  campaign  by  R^ublican 
Presidential  candidate  Patrick  Buchanan.  In 
an  effort  to  paint  President  Bush  as  an  advo¬ 
cate  of  “obsmie”  art,  Buchanan  used  images 
from  Tongues  Untied  in  an  advertisement  that 
ran  in  Georgia  begitming  Feb.  26,  just  before 
that  state’s  presidential  primary.  The  ad’s 
intent  was  to  show  that  Bush  stood  by  while 
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the  NEA  funded  “pornographic  and  blasphe¬ 
mous  art  too  shocking  to  show.” 

The  commercial  featured  slow-motion 
images  from  the  film,  with  a  voice-over  stat¬ 
ing,  “This  so-called  art  has  glorified  homo¬ 
sexuality,  exploited  children,  and  perverted 
the  image  of  Jesus  Christ.”  Riggs  received  a 
$5,000  grant  from  the  NEA,  through  an  indi¬ 
rect  source,  as  partial  funding  for  the  project. 

Riggs  said  he  was  shocked  when  he 
learned  of  the  ads.  “I  did  not  expect  to  find 
my  work  and  George  Bush  to  be  associated 
in  the  same  sentence,  in  which  he  is  being 
portrayed  as  my  benefactor,”  he  told  GCN. 
“On  a  certain  level,  this  is  comically  absurd.” 

“But  on  a  more  serious  note,”  Riggs  con¬ 
tinued,  “This  episode  portrays  the  depth  to 
which  political  debate  has  descended,  where 
gross  distortion,  misappropriation,  and  out¬ 
right  falsifications  seem  utterly  irrelevant  in 
arts  conservatives’  quest  for  power.” 

In  a  March  4  opinion  piece  in  the  New 
York  Tunes  titled,  “Meet  the  New  Willie 
Horton,”  Riggs  charged  Buchanan  with 
“manipulating  the  divisive  politics  of  fear 
and  erunity”  much  as  Bush  did  in  1988  with 
his  now-infamous  campaign  ads  against 
Michael  Dukakis.  Riggs  wrote  that  any  satis¬ 
faction  he  may  have  felt  at  seeing  Bush  the 
object  of  such  an  attack  was  “cut  short  by  the 
realization  that  my  work  and  life,  and  more 
important,  the  multiple  communities  of 
which  I  am  a  part,  are  being  grossly  maligned 
in  the  process.” 

Riggs  charged  Buchanan  with  copyright 
infringement  March  6  for  the  unauthorized 
use  of  images  from  Tongues  Untied  in  the 
commercial.  Riggs  told  the  San  Francisco 
Sentinel  that  the  ad  not  only  added  a  different 
voice-over,  it  “colorized  and  rearranged 
images  for  soisational  effect....  It’s  kn  outra¬ 
geous  distortion.  This  is  a  gross  violation  of 
my  rights  and  my  work.” 

In  a  letter  to  Buchanan,  Riggs’s  attorney 
informed  the  candidate  that  he  had  violat^ 
several  sections  of  the  Copyright  Act  and 
instructed  him  to  destroy  all  copies  of  the 
campaign  advertisement.  It  is  not  clear 
whether  Riggs  will  attempt  to  sue  Buchanan 
for  the  ads  that  have  already  aired.

On  March  20-22,  OutWrite  ‘92,  the  nation¬ 
al  gay  and  lesbian  writCTS*  conference  that 
we  co-sponsored  with  OutlLook  Quarterly, 
provided  a  welcome  break  from  these  criti¬ 
cisms,  and  gave  us  new  strength  and  sense  of 
purpose  for  our  work.  Our  staff  and  board 
had  a  chance  to  meet  and  draw  inspiration 
from  men  and  women  whose  commitmoit  to 
gay  and  lesbian  liberation  and  other  forms  of 
social  justice  is  central  to  their  identity  and 
their  work.  Over  and  over  again,  the  need  for 
GCN  was  reaffirmed. 

OutWrite  ‘92  was  also  a  chance  for  finan¬ 
cial  revitalization.  Eighty-five  people  sub¬ 
scribed  to  GCN  for  the  fust  time,  and  many 
more  pledged  money  and  time  to  help  us 


continue.  Our  thanks  to  every  contributor  as 
well  as  to  the  many  writers  suid  entertainers 
who  gave  their  time  for  GCN  fimdraising 
events  over  the  wedcend. 

We  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  the  OutWrite  ‘92  Planning 
Committee  and  conference  coordinator  Sue 
Hyde.  The  plarming  committee,  a  group  of 
Boston  writers  and  activists  widt  strong  con¬ 
nections  to  GCN,  worked  hard  to  make  the 
conference  a  success.  Throughout,  they 
maintained  a  commitment  to  multicultural- 
ism  and  equal  access  that  embodies  GCN's 
mission.  We  congratulate  them  on  a  full, 
inspirational  and  smoothly  run  weekend,  and 
thank  than  for  their  time  and  commitment  to 
making  OutWrite  ‘92  happen  here  in  Boston.

Dear  GCAT: 

Back  in  April  of  last  year,  I  was  enjoying 
my  fourth  year  of  homo  bliss  in  San 
Fi^cisco,  yet  I  yearned  for  a  true  connection 
between  myself  and  the  gay  community 
thriving  before  me.  I  decided  to  become 
involved  politically  and  sort  of  “test  the 
watCTs”  with  the  Queer  Nation  group.  When 
I  began  going  to  meetings,  there  was  already 
talk  of  a  new  movie,  filming  scenes  in  San 
Francisco,  that  was  said  to  demean  lesbians 
and  women  in  general  with  hateful  main 
characters.  Through  City  Hall  coiuiections, 
several  Queer  Nation  members  obtained  the 
script  and  location  times  of  the  shoots  and 
thus  protests  were  organized  and  executed. 
The  word  needed  to  get  out  that  this  is  dan¬ 
gerous  stereotyping  and  that  the  film  was 
indeed  stqrping  on  some  already  inflamed 
toes. 

I  joined  them,  believing  in  the  cause  and 
believing  in  standing  up  when  others  had 
told  me  to  sit  down  and  let  it  pass.  I  wound 
up  getting  arrested,  on  the  first  night  I 
protested,  along  with  about  30  others.  We 
were  all  cited  on  a  misdoneanor  charge  by 
the  producer,  Alan  Marshall,  and  released 
several  hours  later.  We  shouted,  argued,  sang 
the  National  Anthem  (while  under  a  concrete 
highway — ^great  acoustics!),  were  surround¬ 
ed  by  police  in  riot  gear  and  were  hauled 
away.  I  was  tenified — ^Mama’s  little  boy  in 
plastic  handcuffs  in  a  blood  stained  paddy 
wagon — who’d  have  guessed?  Who  would 
have  guessed  that  on  that  night,  I  felt,  for  the 
first  time,  truly  one  with  my  gay  brothers 
and  sisters.  I  felt  the  anger,  the  love  and  the 
frustration  that  binds  us  so  tightly.  Emotions 
ran  high  when  we  were  all  released;  emo¬ 
tions  from  a  common  core  between  all  of  us 
as  a  minority  groiqi  standing  proud  and  say¬ 
ing  ENOUGH.  We’ve  had  enough.  I  under¬ 
stood  why  I  loved  myself  that  night 

And  here  it  is,  1 1  months  later,  and  Basic 
Instinct  is  here.  Questions  have  been  raised 
in  the  name  of  censorship,  free-speech  and 
the  boQom  line  of  activist  acticm.  Some 
argue  that  protesting  a  film  such  as  this  one 
only  intensifies  curiosity  about  it,  making  it  a 
bigger  draw  at  the  box  office.  I  agree,  it 
does;  but  with  that  draw  goes  a  message  that 
the  film  insults  and  dangerously  points  a  fin¬ 
ger  at  one  community  as  a  whole.  I’d  rather 
get  the  word  out  than  sit  still,  waiting  for 
society  to  absorb  angry  misconceptions. 
These  are  all  viable  arguments.  My  belief  in 
what  I  was  doing  when  I  protested  was  and 
is  still  strong.  I  marched  and  screamed  for  all 
the  victims  of  hate-crimes  that  night — ^I 
needed  to  be  heard — ^I  needed  to  sing  my 
own  song:  Out  loud.  But  I  am  just  one,  here 
and  now. 

The  anger  over  Basic  Instinct  is  still  brew¬ 
ing.  A  special  group  in  San  Francisco,  com¬ 
prised  of  some  of  the  original  protesters  from 
the  filming  shoots,  has  formed  calling  them¬ 
selves  “Catherine  Did  It!,”  hoping  to  dis¬ 
suade  film-goers  by  giving  away  the  aiding. 
Theata  boycotts  and  further  protests  are 
developing  as  well.  Necessary  or  unneces¬ 
sary?  Censorship?  You  decide.  I  think  film¬ 
makers  need  to  know  when  they  trample  on 
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sensitive  subject  matter,  that  people  are 
going  to  react  negatively  when  they  portray 
them  negatively  and  without  regard  for  any¬ 
thing  but  the  mighty  dollar. 

Let  the  choice  be  yours,  howeva.  I  must 
stress  that  activism  is  an  important  voice  for 
the  gay  community;  and  with  certain  issues, 
it’s  the  only  voice  we  have.  The  protests  in 
regard  to  this  movie  woe  not  to  stop  it  from 
happoiing,  but  to  agree  to  a  compromise, 
making  the  movie  enjoyable  and  exciting, 
but  not  at  our  expense.  As  far  as  I  know,  no 
disclaimer  or  script  changes  have  been  made. 
Hooray  for  Hollywood.  I  have  a  feeling, 
though,  that  this  issue  will  erupt  furtha 
before  it  starts  boiling  down.  It’s  going  to  be 
an  interesting  month.

Your  readers  have  my  personal  assurance 
that  such  bdiavior  not  only  is  not  reflective 
of  our  attitudes  toward  the  HIV  conmunity. 
but  is  completely  unacceptable  employee 
conduct  in  any  context.  I  am  posonally  dis¬ 
tressed  at  the  discomfort  this  behavia  must 
have  caused  Mr.  Griffith  and  everyone  else 
present 

Immediately  afta  being  notified  of  diis 
incident,  we  contacted  aU  parties  involved  to 
daermine  what  had  htqrpened  and  to  express 
our  concern.  We  also  have  met  personally 
with  the  staff  memba  involved  from  the 
AIDS  Treatment  News  and  the  author  of  the 
letta. 

The  needs  and  concerns  of  people  afrected 
by  HIV  disease  are  of  utmost  importance  to 
Burroughs  Wellcome.  We  are  working  with 
our  HIV  Community  Advisory  Board  to 
develop  additional  programs  to  assist  our 
employees  in  effectively  and  compassionate¬ 
ly  addressing  those  nee^.  The  Company  is 
working  to  ensure  that  this  type  of  incident 
does  not  happen  in  the  future.

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its  funding  for  the  Task  Force,  which  repre¬ 
sented  the  heaviest  of  any  cuts  to  the  32 
“minority"  AIDS  groups  the  government 
funds.  The  Task  Force  charged  the  govern¬ 
ment  with  homophobia  for  its  disproportion¬ 
ate  cuts,  because  the  Task  Force  is  the  only 
organization  in  the  country  providing  educa¬ 
tion  and  outreach  to  gay  and  bisexual  men  of 
color. 

One  of  the  new  grants  will  enable  the  Task 
Force  to  conduct  AIDS  instimtes  for  gay  and 
bisexual  men  of  color  (for  instance  at  the 
annual  Black  Gay  and  Lesbian  Leadership 
Conference  and  at  BWMT  conferences).  The 
second  award  represents  partial  funding  for  a 
national  early  intervention  program,  with 
peer  education,  and  information  on  accessing 
clinical  trials  and  local  services.  The  grants, 
which  total  $85,000  came  from  the 
Burroughs  Wellcome  Co.,  the  makers  of 
AZT.  — Carrie  Wofford 

Anti-gay  murderer 
found  in  Minn.? 

MINNEAPOLIS — A  vicious  letter  claim¬ 
ing  responsibility  for  last  year’s  murders  of 
two  gay  men  was  sent  to  several  area  media 
organizations  and  eventually  led  police  to 
arrest  a  suspect  in  the  murders.  TTie  man.  Jay 
Thomas  Johnson,  was  arrested  in  a  St  Paul 
suburb  Feb.  21  after  police  were  tipped  off 
by  he  made  repeated  calls  to  a  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  advocacy  organization  to  discuss  the 
widely-publicized  letter. 

Patti  Abbott,  crime  victim  advocate  at  the 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Community  Action 
Council,  said  she  became  suspicious  when  a 
man  called  her  to  say  his  roommates  wrote 
the  hate  letter  and  that  it  should  be  taken  sctI- 
ously.  In  what  Abbott  described  as  an 
“unusually  extreme  circumstance,”  police 
later  tapped  the  phone  and  tracked  Johnson 
when  he  called  back  two  days  later,  reports 
Equal  Time,  a  Miimeapolis  gay  and  lesbian 
newspaper. 

Police  found  a  .38  revolver,  the  type  of 
weapon  used  in  both  murders,  at  Johnson’s 
home.  Results  of  a  test  to  match  the  weapon 
with  the  bullets  used  in  the  murders  is  pend¬ 
ing.  Police  said  other  evidence  will  link 
Johnson  to  the  murders  as  well. 

Johnson,  who  is  believed  to  be  gay, 
allegedly  miu-dered  21 -year-old  Joel  Larson 
on  July  31, 1991,  and  48-year-old  John 
Chenoweth  10  days  later.  Larson  was  killed 
in  Loring  Paric  and  Cheneweth  was  killed 
along  the  Mississippi  River  in  an  area  called 
“Bare  Ass  Beach.”  Both  places  are  gay  male 
cruising  areas. 

A  separate  anti-gay  murder  occurred  in 
Minneapolis  Jan.  13  of  this  year.  A  promi¬ 
nent  Black  civil  rights  activist,  who  was  clos¬ 
eted  as  a  gay  man,  was  stabbed  in  his  apart¬ 
ment  after  rqxrrtedly  picking  up  a  man  out¬ 
side  a  gay  bar  that  ni^t.  Jaym^taikey  was 
arrested  in  cormection  with  the  murder  Jan.

Latvia,  Isle  of  Man 
okay  gay  sex 

BRUSSELS— On  March  31 ,  the  Isle  of 
Man’s  legislative  body  voted  by  a  majority 
of  2  votes  to  allow  consensual  same  sex  acts 
in  private  after  the  age  of  21 ,  bringing  the 
island’s  law  on  gay  and  lesbian  sex  in  line 
with  the  policy  of  the  European  Convention 
on  Human  Rights  and  with  British  law,  the 
International  Lesbian  and  Gay  Association 
armounced. 

ILGA  had  campaigned  against  the  anti¬ 
gay  ban  on  the  Isle  of  Man,  including 
protesting  March  16  against  the  British 
goverrunent  for  its  failure  to  carry  out  its 
obligations  under  the  European  Convention 
of  Human  Rights  to  remove  the  anti-gay 
bans  on  the  Isle  of  Man  and  Gibraltar. 
Gibraltar’s  ban  on  gay  sex  remains. 

Earlier  this  year,  two  men  on  the  Isle  of 
Man  committed  suicide  after  they  were 
arrested  for  “gross  indecency.” 

Same  sex  acts  for  people  1 8  years  or  older 
were  also  decriminalized  in  Latvia  March  1. 
ILGA  reported  the  Latvian  Parliament 
abolished  Paragraph  124.1,  which 
criminalized  consensual  homosexual  acts, 
from  its  penal  code.

Ouster  of  Navy 
cross  dresser  ok’d 

WASHINGTON — The  appeal  of  a  Navy 
officer  who  was  discharged  after  wearing 
women’s  clothing  while  off-duty  was  reject¬ 
ed  by  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  Feb.  24.  The 
high  court  let  stand  a  U.S.  Militaiy  Court  of 
Appeals  ruling  that  found  the  officer  was 
duly  prosecuted  for  conduct  “to  the  prejudice 
of  good  order  and  discipline  in  the  aimed 
forces,”  reports  Update,  a  Souths 
California  gay  and  lesbian  paper. 

Two  fellow  sailors  testified  that  they  had 
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observed  Petty  Officer  Virgilio  Guerrero 
dressed  in  women’s  clothing.  One  said  he 
had  been  invited  inside  Guerrero’s  apartment 
and  another  said  he  had  observed  Guerrero 
through  a  window  from  a  neighboring  apart¬ 
ment. 

The  lower  court  ruling  stated  that  if 
Guerrero  had  cross-dressed  in  his  home  with 
no  reasonable  belief  that  he  was  being 
observed,  it  would  not  have  constituted  an 
offense.  Guerrero  had  argued  that  the  mili¬ 
tary  code  is  too  vague  on  the  issue  of  off- 
duty  cross-dressing  and  that  he  was  not  given 
adequate  notice  that  such  an  activity  was  pro¬ 
hibited.  — Dawn  Schmitz 

Kowalski  wins 
final  battle 

ST.  PAUL,  Miim. — The  Minnesota 
Supreme  Court  Feb.  10  refused  to  hear  an 
appeal  in  the  guardianship  case  of  Karen 
TTiompson  and  Sharon  Kowalski,  finally  lay¬ 
ing  to  rest  the  legal  battle  they  have  waged 
for  eight  years.  Karen  TombCTlin,  a  friend  of 
Kowalski’s  parents,  had  asked  the  court  to 
hear  her  appeal  of  the  December  decision 
granting  custody  rights  to  Kowalski’s  lover, 
Thompson,  the  Associated  Press  reported. 

That  decision  by  the  Miimesota  Court  of 
Appeals,  granted  custody  rights  to  Thompson 
over  Tomberlin,  who  contended  she  was  a 
“neutral  third  party”  and  therefore  a  more 
appropriate  guardian  than  Thompson.  Afto- 
fitting  for  custody  for  several  years, 
Kowalski’s  fathCT,  Donald  Kowalski, 
declared  last  year  he  was  no  longer  interested 
in  persuing  guardianship.  Sharon  Kowalski 
was  severely  brain-damaged  in  a  1983  car 
accident,  after  she  and  Thompson  had  been 
together  four  years,  exchang^  rings  and 
committed  to  a  long-term  relationship. 

The  court  granted  Thompson  guardianship 
on  several  grounds,  including  Kowalski’s 
stated  wishes,  Thompson’s  willingness  and 
ability  to  care  for  Kowalski  in  her  home  and 
the  observation  that  the  two  women  consti¬ 
tuted  “a  family  of  affinity.”  (See  GCN  Vol. 
19,  No.  23).  TTie  ruling  was  considered  a  vic¬ 
tory  for  the  right  of  gay  and  lesbian  couples 
to  define  their  own  families.  — Dawn  Schmitz

countered  that  the  book  was  not  considered 
because  it  did  not  break  new  ground,  but  fol¬ 
lowed  in  the  tradition  of  In  The  Life. 

Saint  said,  “I  caimot  accept  this  as  a  crime 
of  innocence  because  Mr.  Alyson  and  Mr. 
Escoffier  are  too  smart  to  commit  this  as  an 
act  of  innocaice.”  Addressing  Alyson  and 
Escoffier,  Saint  continued,  “It’s  not  going  to 
go  away  by  acknowledging  your  error....  We 
cannot  allow  this  to  happen  again.  We  [Black 
gay  male  writers]  are  everywhere  and  we  are 
doing  work.”  Saint,  who  has  AIDS,  said  the 
use  of  Beam’s  name  on  an  award  that  includ¬ 
ed  no  African  American  nominees  is  an 
example  of  how  Black  gay  men  have  been 
rendered  invisible  throughout  the  AIDS  cri¬ 
sis. 

Several  African  American  gay  and  lesbian 
writers  at  the  meeting  discussed  the  possibil¬ 
ity  of  establishing  awards  in  the  names  of 
Joseph  Beam  and  Pat  Parker,  a  Black  lesbian 
writer  who  died  of  cancer  in  1989,  that 
would  be  administered  by  and  for  African 
Amoican  writers.  Bishop,  acknowledging 
Alyson’s  valuable  role  in  publishing  Beam’s 
book,  said  setting  up  an  award  by  and  for 
Black  writers  “is  not  a  question  of  sepa¬ 
ratism.  The  question  is  are  we  really  willing 
to  do  this  kind  of  community  building.” 

Gomez,  too,  acknowledge  the  contribu¬ 
tions  of  Alyson  and  Escoffier,  suggesting 
that  Alyson  establish  an  award  that  would 
acknowledge  the  importance  and  potential  of 
a  not-yet-published  work,  saying  “Have  the 
publishing  be  the  prize.”  The  award  for  the 
Joseph  Beam  award  was  to  have  been  $1000.

lnt*rvl*w  conducted  . 

efore  /  agreed  to  interview  her,  / 
dicin'  t  know  all  that  much  about 
Penny  Arcade,  the  performance 
artist  who  has  been  active  in  New 
Yore  s  radical  theater  movemerU  since  the 
late  '60s.  I  did  know  that  she  was  one  of  the 
last  of  Andy  Warhol's  infamous  "superstars" 
and  that  she  has  been  doing  solo  perfor¬ 
mance  work  for  years. 

/  didn't  kncrw,  however,  about  the  content 
of  her  work  or  the  fact  that  she  is  one  of  the 
hardest  working  women  in  the  business.  Last 
year  she  mounted  four  major  shows  in  New 
York  City,  but  the  lion’s  share  of  press  went 
to  other  names  that  somehow  seem  more 
familiar:  Karen  Finley,  Annie  Sprinkle,  the 
usual  suspects.  On  the  eve  of  her  perfor¬ 
mances  of  her  show  Bitch!  Dyke!  Fag  Hag! 
Whore!  at  Mass.  College  of  Art  in  Boston,  I 
asked  Penny  to  expound  on  her  work,  her 
philosophy  and  her  peers. 

Penny  Arcade:  Here’s  the  bottom  line  with 
me:  I’m  a  non-academic  artist.  I  started  doing 
theater  when  I  was  16  with  The  Playhouse  of 
the  Ridiculous — which  was  one  of  the  most 
radical  things — out  of  it  came  Charles 
Ludlam’s  Theater  of  the  Ridiculous,  which  is 
this  way  famous  gay  theater  company.  I 
worked  with  Andy  Warhol  and  all  of  that 
stuff,  which  is  very  important  to  some  peo¬ 
ple. 

'Trixi:  Go  ahead  and  drop  names. 

I  don’t  have  to  drop  names.  Dropping  names 
implies  that  you’re  trying  to  create  a  connec¬ 
tion  between  yourself  and  something  that 
you  weroi’t  r^ly  cormected  with.  Andy 
Warhol  needed  me  much  mme  than  I  needed 
Andy  Warhol. 

I’m  really  interested  in  doing  my  w<»k  and 
cormecting  with  the  public.  Before  the  whole 
censorship  issue  hit  the  wall  two  years  ago, 
Karen  Finley  and  I  both  spoke  at  this  anti¬ 
censorship  rally.  Karen  got  up  and  she  talked 
about  funding  and  censorship  and  how  the 
money  was  getting  cut.  Thai  I  got  and 
said,  “Hey,  is  anybody  interested  in  censor¬ 
ship  besides  how  it’s  connected  to  funding?" 

Basically,  I’m  dangerous  because  my  work 
has  a  tremendous  amount  of  content,  which 
has  been  contrary  to  the  aesthetic  of  the  so- 
'called  avant  garde,  which  I  don’t  think  is  the 
teal  avant  garde.  For  one  thing.  Bitch!  Dyke! 
Fag  Hag!  Whore!  initially  was  my  “fuck 
you”  to  the  downtown  art  scene’s  preoccupa¬ 
tion  with  commercial  sex.  There’s  always 
been  a  lot  of  sexual  elements,  erotic  content 
in  my  work. 

What  do  you  mean  by  erotic  content? 
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Erotic  content  means  that  my  work  is 
about  something  between  me  and  the  audi¬ 
ence.  Karol’s  work  now — the  work  she’s 
become  better  known  for,  like  We  Keep  Our 
Victims  Ready — ^has  a  lot  of  content.  But  it’s 
all  totally  ’60s  retro  feminist  content  It’s  that 
“womai  are  victims”  and  on  and  on  and  on, 
which  is  something  that  the  world  is  really 
ready  to  hear.  'That’s  okay. 

When  I  did  Bitch!  Dyke!  Fag  Hag! 

Whore!,  a  woman  from  off  our  backs  came  to 
review  the  show.  She  called  me  up  the  next 
day  and  she  said,  “I’m  writing  a  review  and 
I’m  having  a  little  bit  of  trouble  with  the 
title.”  I  said,  “The  title  of  my  show?”  And 
she  said,  “No,  the  title  of  my  piece.  I  just 
want  to  run  this  by  you.  I’m  thinking  of  call¬ 
ing  the  article  ‘Ciroping  towards 
Foninism.’” 

I  said,  “You  saw  Bitch!  Dyke!  Fag  Hag! 
Whore!  and  you  want  to  call  your  article 
‘Creeping  Towards  Feminism’?”  She  said, 
“Don’t  you  even  consida  yourself  a  feminist 
a  little  bit?”  I  said,  “What  are  you  talking 
about?  I’m  not  in  Feminism  101. 1  was 
involved  at  the  beginning  when  I  was  17 
years  old.” 

She  says,  “You  have  all  of  these  characters 
who  are  prostitutes  and  drug  addicts  and 
they’re  all  totally  victimized.”  I  said,  “I  don’t 
do  victims.  Karen  Finley  does  victims.  'Tha-e 
are  no  victims  in  my  show.  'They  have  been 
put  into  positions  of  victimization  by  society 
and  they  have  chosen  not  to  be  victimized  by 
their  circumstances.  That’s  the  whole  point 
of  all  the  characters  in  the  show.” 

And  she  said,  “Oh  my  god,  I  didn’t  think 
of  that"  I  said,  “Well,  maybe  you  should 
start  thinking  about  it” 

She  said,  “You  have  these  very  scantily 
clad  go-go  dancers.”  I  said,  “They’re 
expressing  their  sexuality.”  And  she  said, 
“But  they’re  putting  themselves  in  the  posi¬ 
tion  to  be  objectified  by  men.”  I  said,  “That 
is  not  our  problem.  We’re  ovct  that.  We’re 
supposed  to  not  express  ourselves  and  not 
express  our  sextiality  and  who  we  are 
because  we’re  constantly  having  to  defer  to 
men’s  moral  and  physical  weaknesses? 

We’re  sick  of  that.  'This  is  about  empower¬ 
ment.” 

The  latest  thing  I’m  working  on  is  a  show 
called  State  of  Grace,  which  is  Part  II  to 
Bitch!  Dyke!  Fag  Hag!  Whore!  and  it’s  all 
about  rape  and  sexual  abuse.  I  have  a  lot  of 
sexual  abuse  issues.  I’m  a  survivor.  I  use  four 
dancers  in  that  show  as  well.  The  women 
who  work  in  it  with  me  are  all  feminists, 
they’re  all  rads,  two  of  them  are  black  belts 
in  karate...!  mean,  they’re  major  women. 

I  like  people  with  a  sense  of  urgency 
because  I  have  a  sense  of  urgency.  My  sense 
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HEALING  SERVICE 
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Penny  Arcade 
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of  urgency  is  not  about  becoming  famous.  I 
could  have  done  that  when  I  was  18  years 
old.  I  was  much  more  famous  then  than  I  am 
now.  My  sense  of  urgency  is  about  commu¬ 
nicating  with  the  general  public  because  the 
general  public  is  not  stupid.  The  trendy  pub¬ 
lic  is  very  stupid  and  very  limited.  They  only 
know  what  they  read. 

While  I  was  doing  State  of  Grace  I  was 
talking  to  the  audience  and  I  was  exposing 
really  horrible  stuff.  In  the  middle  of  the 
summer  it  had  taken  me  20  minutes  to  sob 
out  one  line  of  it  to  my  best  friend.  Three 
months  later  I’m  in  front  of  100  people 
revealing  all  this  stuff.  I  said,  “I’ve  just  real¬ 
ized,  I’m  not  a  victim.  I’m  a  target.”  The 
whole  concept  of  State  of  Grace  is  to  con¬ 
front  this  “Women  are  asking  for  it”  stuff. 

The  woman  from  off  our  backs  said  she  had 
just  stopped  being  the  chairwoman  of  the 
NOW  anti-pornography  panel  and  she  told 
me,  “I  can  assure  you  that  you  are  not  going 
to  get  any  support  from  feminists  for  this 
kind  of  work.  You’re  out  there,  exploiting 
yourselves  in  the  eyes  of  men  and  you’re 
scantily  clad  and  you’re  just  asking  for  it.” 
This  is  a  big  element  in  this  section  of  my 
work,  Bitch!  Dyke!  Fag  Hag!  Whore!,  State 
of  Grace,  and  the  next  section  that  I’m  work¬ 
ing  on  for  the  fall,  which  is  called  Bad 
Reputation. 

How  come  you’re  not  as  well  known  as 
some  of  the  other  performance  artists? 

I  don’t  poform  around  the  country  a  lot.  I 
mostly  work  in  New  York.  My  commitment 
is  to  my  audience.  It’s  never  been  to  the 
press  or  administration  work.  I  wasn’t 
allowed  to  work  for  years  in  New  York 
because  the  men  who  run  the  spaces  can’t 
handle  strong  women.  I  can’t  coddle  hetero¬ 
sexual  men.  I  can’t  get  into  it.  I’ve  been  a  fag 
hag  since  I  was  14  years  old.  I  assume  that 
all  men  are  gay,  which  is  like  a  premise 
that’s  extremely  staggering  to  heterosexual 
men.  They  have  a  real  problem  with  this. 

Consequently  I  was  blacklisted  for  four 
years.  The  only  reason  I  work  in  some  of  the 
places  now  is  because  through  those  years 
when  I  was  not  allowed  to  work  in  the  fund¬ 
ed  places,  I  was  miming  my  show  in  alterna¬ 
tive  spaces.  I  ran  my  first  show  for  four  and 
a  half  months  in  a  theater  on  Ave.  A  for  four 
nights  a  week.  I  had  a  huge  audience,  which 
grew  by  word  of  mouth  and  is  extremely 
eclectic.  As  the  funding  has  been  running  out 
it  has  become  more  important  for  these 
spaces  to  have  me  because  I  bring  in  money. 
Bitch!  Dyke!. ..earned  $25  thousand  running 
betweai  July  14  and  Labor  Day.  The  theater 
would  have  been  empty  otherwise.  So  for  the 
past  three  years  I  was  always  being  booked 
in  August,  out  of  the  season.  Consequently  I 
have  a  miniscule  amount  of  press  coverage, 
which  is  always  the  same:  “Best  kept  secret 
in  New  Yoik,”  “She’s  endeared  herself  to  the 
underground  for  the  past  two  decades.” 

I  mail  off  7,000  pieces  for  every  show  I 
do.  The  fact  is  that  I  am  legitimately  the 
queen  of  the  underground  just  because  I  have 
lived  so  long.  The  underground  is  not  in 
Michael  Musto’s  column  or  the  New  York 
Times.  But  it  still  exists.  There  are  a  lot  of 
people  who  are  great  artists  who  nobody  will 
evCT  hear  of  but  they’re  influencing  other 
people.  They  live  lives  of  misery  and  lack  of 
acknowledgement  while  other  people  take 
basic  premises  of  their  work  and  have  HBO 
specif.  Somebody  who  has  an  HBO  special 
is  not  underground,  hon,  I’m  sorry.  Eric 
Bogosian  has  never  been  underground. 

Karen  Finley  is  somebody  I  like  as  a  per¬ 
son  a  great  de^.  At  an  earlio-  point  in  ha 
career  she  was  a  true  genius  and  had  really 
incredible  stuff.  But  most  artists  stop  devel¬ 
oping  at  the  point  they  get  the  most  attention. 

Look  at  Bktc  Midlo-,  Trying  to  buy  back 
all  ho*  early  videos,  saying  that  she  was 
never  a  fag  hag  and  that  she  didn’t  know 
what  was  going  cm  at  the  Continoital  Baths. 

This  is  where  my  real  anger  with  the 
whole  gay  population  is:  the  amount  of  heart 
and  love  that  gay  people  have  towards  artists 
is  so  enormous  that  they’re  willing  to  be 
used  over  and  over  and  over  again. 

Sandra  Bernhard  really  pushed  this  whole 
thing  about  being  a  lesbian  and  then  when  it 
brought  her  all  this  attention  she  started 
totally  backpedaling  on  it.  I  had  to  be 
restrained  when  I  went  with  three  dykes  to 
see  Without  You,  I’m  Nothing  because  she 
was  like,  throwing  out  a  hook  that  she  was  a 
dyke  and  then  ripping  it  back  in  an  extr«nely 
homophobic  way.  The  general  audience  got 
the  homophobia.  Obviously,  the  devastation 
that  has  descended  on  the  gay  audience  by 
AIDS  means  that  it  is  not  as  huge  as  it  once 
was,  but  it’s  still  the  deciding  factor.  People 
have  allowed  themselves  to  be  used.  I’m  so 
fed  up  by  this  element,  you  know,  like 
Madoima. 

I  have  gotten  to  a  point  in  my  work  that  is 
about  connection  with  the  audience.  I  have  a 
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massive  bullshit  detector  and  so  does  the 
general  public.  The  real  general  public 
knows  what’s  going  on,  believe  me. 

The  title  of  your  show  certainly  reflects  a 
no-bullshit  in-your-face  kind  of  attitude. 

I’ve  always  used  words  like  “queer,”  “fag,” 
“dyke.”  I’m  not  a  PBS  queer.  I  don’t  waima 
assimilate.  Don’t  people  know  that  if  homo¬ 
sexuals  ever  assimilated  there  would  be  no 
culture  in  this  country?  Assimilate  what? 

Take  on  all  the  worst  aspects  of  heterosexu¬ 
ality?  Why? 

Consequently,  if  you  put  it  together  that 
I’m  an  articulate  person  who’s  a  charismatic 
speaker  and  one  of  the  ones  who  invented 
this  type  of  performing  that  is  not  traditional 
acting,  that  I  have  a  tremendous  amount  of 
content  and  I  can  emotionally  connect  with 
audiences,  it’s  not  surprising  that  you  don’t 
know  who  I  am.  It’s  a  political  thing. 

I’m  very  interested  in  the  politics  of  art 
When  I  talk  about  anybody,  like  Annie 
Sprinkle  getting  all  of  this  attention,  it’s 
within  the  context  of  the  politics  of  art. 
Because  there’s  an  endless  stream  of  other 
women  artists  who  have  been  slaving  for  10 
years  who  get  no  recognition.  They  can’t 
even  get  a  gig,  let  alone  show  their  work 
around  the  country. 

I’ve  been  performing  for  25  years,  a  fairly 
new  artist  like  Annie  Sprinkle  comes  around, 

I  don’t  have  anywhCTe  near  the  publicity  she 
has.  I’m  not  saying  she’s  not  an  artist.  It  just 
takes  time  to  develop  work.  I  said  to  her, 
“You’ve  been  a  pom  star  for  20  years.  You 
jerking  off  on  stage  is  not  a  stretch.”  This  is 
not  a  stretch.  I  said  to  her,  “If  you  could  get 
the  audience  to  jerk  off,  this  would  be  some¬ 
thing.  This  I’d  be  interested  in,  this  would  be 
transformational.” 

Do  you  think  that  I  hate  Annie  Sprinkle 
because  of  this  conversation?  Most  people 
would  think  I  did,  because  thwe’s  no  possi¬ 
bility  for  dialogue.  Consequaitly  in  p^or- 
mance  art  there’s  no  standard  for  excellence 
because  there’s  no  criticism.  The  reason  why 
I’m  in  New  York  is  because  I  want  to  have  a 
dialogue  about  art.  I  like  talking  about  this 
stuff.  If  I’m  not  saying  "Aimie  Sprinkle’s 
really  neat,”  then  I’m  putting  her  down. 

Same  thing  with  Karen — and  I’m  not — ^but  I 
really  feel  like  it’s  driving  with  the  emergar- 
cy  brake  on  and  meanwhile  time  is  frittering 
away  and  frittering  away  and  the  opportunity 
to  really  make  an  impact  on  people,  to  really 
coimect  with  people  is  gone. 

What  would  you  tell  people  if  they  were 
thinking  about  coming  to  see  Bitch!  Dyke! 
FagHag/Whoren 

Number  one,  it’s  not  boring.  NumbCT  two, 
it’s  not  elitist.  Number  three,  I’m  like  any¬ 
body  else,  I  don’t  feel  that  much.  I  go  to  the 
theater  and  films  and  I  buy  records  so  that  I 
can  feel  my  feelings.  This  show  is  totally 
designed,  as  is  all  my  work,  to  be  about  feel¬ 
ings.  It’s  also  extremely  entataining,  which 
is  bizarre.  I  don’t  know  how  to  explain  it,  but 
they’ll  know  when  they  get  there.  It’s  the 
real  thing.  Oh  yeah,  they  should  bring  dollar 
bills  to  tip  the  dancers.  There’s  gonna  be  a 
lot  of  dancers,  we’re  taking  over  that  place. 
We’re  goima  kick  major  ass. 

Penny  Arcade  will  appear  in  Bitch!

Overtly  gay 


Norman  Allen’s  play  Here  to  Stay  puts  a  new 
spin  on  some  familiar  formats

Ithough  Norman  Allen’s  Here  to 
Stay  is  cast  in  the  mold  of  the  tradi¬ 
tional  New  York-apartment-urban- 
domestic -comedy  (a  geme  that  encompasses 
everything  from  Abie's  Irish  Rose  to  My 
Sister  Eileen  to  Barefoot  in  the  Park),  its 
understated  but  unmistakable  tenderness 
towards  its  characters  raises  it  far  above  the 
usual  easy  laughs  and  cheap  emotions  of  its 
Broadway  predecessors.  While  Here  to  Stay 
is  an  overtly  gay  play — its  main  theme  is  a 
gay  man’s  attempt  to  establish  his  homosex¬ 
ual  identity  vis  a  vis  his  heterosexual  friend¬ 
ships — playwright  Allen  is  as  interested  in 
his  protagonist’s  emotional  development  as 
his  sexual  development.  Here  to  Stay  is  per¬ 
haps  not  as  smoothly  constructed  as  the 
annual  plays  produced  by  the  pre-packaged- 
Neil-Simon-hit-machine,  but  neither  is  it  as 
mechanical.  The  play  has  heart  and  soul  and 
a  sense  of  wit  that  provokes  the  mind  as  it 
makes  us  laugh. 

In  its  bare  outlines.  Here  to  Stay  resembles 
a  cross  between  Enter  Laughing  and 
Broadway  Bound.  Scott  (John  Butterfield)  is 
an  aspiring  actor  who  has  just  moved  from 
Boston,  where  he  has  left  behind  a  large, 
very  {Hctective,  mostly  heterosexual  extend¬ 
ed  family.  Although  he  now  has  a  boyfriend 
and  the  starring  role  in  an  avant  garde  pro¬ 
duction  of  Peter  Pan,  his  Boston  friends 
aren’t  paiticulariy  happy  with  him. 

Stella  (Margie  Mahanlt),  who  thrives  on 
taking  care  of  extended  families,  ccHistatnly 
demands  to  know  why  Scott  has  left,  while 
Louise  (Deirdre  McCarthy)  and  Meg 
(Maggie  Lacey)  take  a  more  detached  view 
that  is  mitigated  by  their  vicarious  intoest  in 
Scott’s  newly  explored  sex  life.  What  all  of 
the  women — along  with  Scott’s  mothCT 
Barbara  (Rosemary  Ryding)  and  his  new 
boyfriend  Smitty  (Jack  Garrity),  complete 
with  black  leather  jacket  and  handcufs — con¬ 
verge  on  his  apartment  for  the  opening  of 


Peter  Pan,  long-standing  complications  rise 
qucikly  to  the  surface. 

In  recent  interviews,  Norman  Allen  has 
compared  Here  to  Stay  to  You  Can’t  Take  it 
With  You,  but  it  is  less  manipulative  and 
more  emotionally  intuitive  than  that 
Kaufman  and  Hart  play.  What  Allen  has 
done  is  to  take  old  formats — ^The  Show 
Business  Play,  The  Family  Play,  The  Wacky 
Friends  Play — and  reinvent  them  with  a  gay 
plot  and  a  gay  sensibility. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  most  of  those 
earlier  plays  revolved  tightly  around  another 
“mintnitized”  identity,  that  of  American 
Jewishness.  Jewish  identity  as  a  signifier  of 
outsider  status  was  perhaps  the  main  instiga¬ 
tor  of  culmral  disruption  during  the  1940s 
and  ’SOs;  a  role  that  some  see  gay  identity 
playing  now.  In  Here  to  Stay,  Allen  manages 
to  maneuver,  in  a  sprightly  and  sophisticated 
way,  genres  and  questions  of  identity  while 
creating  a  clever  and  emotionally  complicat¬ 


ed  play. 

Allen  is  adept  at  drawing  upon  a  whole 
range  of  gay  identity  and  Broadway  Musical 
Queen  identity  jokes — the  set  by  P.J.  McKay 
is  a  near-perfect  joke  in  and  of  itself — and 
his  dropping  of  names  and  titles  like  Judy, 
Barbra,  South  Pacific  and  Follies  tanscends 
mere  enumeration  and  becomes  integral  to 
characterization  and  dramatic  structure. 

Unlike  many  early  queer  plays.  Here  to  Stay  '7 
is  not  about  a  simple  entrance  into  the  gay  * 
world.  Scott  is  overtly  gay;  his  interests, 
mannerisms,  affect  and  inclinations  are 
already  “gay.”  Allen,  in  Here  to  Stay,  is  more 
interested  in  exploring  not  so  much  the  sim¬ 
ple  fact  of  gayness,  but  rather  its  intercon¬ 
nectedness  with  the  prevailing  heterosexual 
culture.  Here  it  is  not  Scott  who  has  to  learn 
about  himself  (the  most  common  plot  in  gay 
or  lesbian  writing),  but  rather  that  the  rest  of 
the  world  has  to  learn  about  him. 

Here  to  Stay  is  more  than  a  traditional 
domestic  comedy  with  a  gay  gloss.  The  most 
moving  parts  of  the  play  are  two  mono¬ 
logues,  one  by  Scott  and  the  other  by  his 
mother — both  delivered  with  grace  and  style 
by  Butterfield  and  Ryding — about  their  rela¬ 
tionship.  Allen  captures  p^ectly,  and  quite 
movingly,  the  fulcrum  on  which  his  play 
rests:  the  desire  to  both  keqi  and  relinquish 
the  past.  As  Scott  becomes  more  sure  of  his 
sexual  identity — and  his  sex  life  with  Smitty 
is  obviously  quite  active  and  inventive — he 
finds  that  his  other  relationships  have  to 
change  and  that  his  family  and  friends  some¬ 
times  find  this  difficult  While  many  plays 
dealing  with  homosexuality  view  gay  people 
from  a  hetonsexual  pmpective.  Here  to  Stay 
reverses  the  situation  and  views  heterosexu¬ 
als  (and  their  problons)  from  a  gay  po^iec- 
tive. 

Earlier  plays  of  the  Broadway  comedy 
genre  focused  (mi  assimilation  (by  either  the 
acceptance  of  screwball  charactos  in  You 
Can’t  Take  it  With  You,  or  the  general  easing 
of  ethnic  humor  into  mainstream  culture  in 
Enter  Laughing  or  any  Neil  Simon  play).  ^ 
Norman  Allen  has  attempted  a  more  complex  ^ 
task.  By  re-imagining  and  re-visioning  clas-  ^ 
sic  Broadway  comedy  as  a  parable  of  gay  ^ 
growth,  AUra  has  illuminted  the  original 
style  and  given  us  something  new  that  is  both 
fresh  and  funny.  □
